Oflato we have been called upon to record crimes 


which were sufficient to startle tho whole civ'tli. 
zed world, but coco equal to tho ono wo arc novr 
compollcd to record in tho histories of tho darkest 
ages. This outrage of which wo aro now compel- 
led to ppeak is one of the moat horrible and barba- 
rous no have over known. On the morning of the 
Oinst, the body of Mrs. Hoaglan, the wife of Csipt. 
William Iloaglan, of the— regiment, was found in 
the woods near Shephcrdivillo. The marks of vi- 
olence upon tho body showed conclusively tint sho 
had been foully dealt with. ' Tlio facts in tho case 
were related to an ofllcer who started in aearoh of 
the villainous wretch. 


After a short investigation it was traced lo a ne-
